Work to transform an 
area in the heart of 
Walthamstow Town 
Centre gets underway this 
month with a nine-screen 
cinema at the centre of the 
development. 


The Scene at Cleveland 
Place is the name of the 
new development which will 
revitalise the old Arcade site. 
Playing on the new Empire 
Cinema’s film credentials, 
the name - The Scene at 


Cleveland Place - also links to 
the area’s historic past giving 
a nod to Cleveland Park, a 
manor house which used to 
be near the site and dates 
back to the 1860s. 

In addition to a first-rate 


Leader of Waltham Forest 
Council, Chris Robbins, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“Bringing a cinema back to 
Waltham Forest has taken 
a lot of hard work and time. 
Residents have told us that 
they would like a cinema in 
the borough and that is what 
we have set out to do. I can’t 
wait to see the construction 


will get underway to create 
a new destination in the 
heart of Walthamstow. The 
countdown is about to 
begin for this mixed use 
regeneration scheme that 
will revitalise the town centre, 
offering both housing and 
lifestyle options.” 

This development is 
the latest in a long line of 


regeneration projects that 
have already begun to 
transform Walthamstow 
Town Centre. A series of 
improvements to shop fronts 
opposite the development 
site were completed earlier 
this year and the new hotel 
on a site next to the station 
will be opening later this year. 

The former Arcade site 
will be hoarded off ahead of 
construction works starting in 
mid-April, with the cinema set 
to open at the end of 2014. 

Further improvements to 
the area surrounding the site 
will take place culminating in 
the creation of a new public 
place at the top of the High 
Street towards the end of 
next year.

Waltham Forest College

Community Health 
Champions 

• Success for local health ambassadors 

• Grassroots work to help communities get the advice they need 


Seventeen local people 
celebrated their successes 
as Community Health 
Champions on Monday 18 
March at an event held at 
Waltham Forest Town Hall. 

Launched in autumn 2012, 
the scheme has seen Waltham 
Forest residents trained as 
local ambassadors to raise 
awareness of issues like 
smoking cessation, healthy 
eating, cancer screenings and 
alcohol awareness. 

The scheme operates in 
five of the borough’s most 
deprived wards, guided by 
the knowledge that people 
known and trusted in their 
local community are often 
best placed to point their 
family, friends, neighbours 
and acquaintances in the right 
direction when it comes to 


getting the advice they need. 

As well as highlighting 
the success of the scheme 
itself, the event also saw the 
presentation of certificates 
from the Royal Society 
for Public Health. Each 
Community Health Champion 
passed the Level 1 course, 
which helps them in their 
community work; expanding 
their knowledge of health, 
lifestyle choices and how 
collaborative action between 
organisations can benefit the 
local community. 

The group were presented 
with their certificates by 
Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Health 
and Wellbeing, Cllr Ahsan Khan 
and Deputy Mayor of Waltham 
Forest, Cllr Nadeem Ali. 

Waltham Forest Council has 


now taken over responsibility 
for public health, and with 
increasing pressure on local 
authorities to make every 
penny count innovative 
schemes like this will help the 
Council make Waltham Forest 
a healthier borough. 

“It’s been lovely to work 
with the local community and 
spread the word,” added 
Community Health Champion 
Nicky Gidigbi. “I’m a mum, 
so I’ve been able to spread 
the word through the school 
and the parent-teacher 
association. It’s great to get 
out there and feel like you’re 
making a positive impact on 
other people’s lives.” 

Supporting the Community 
Health Champions are ten local 
organisations whose aim it is to 
make life better for the people 


of Waltham Forest. These 
organisations tap into the skills 
of their Health Champions and 
help facilitate their work. 

“We all know resources 
are an issue,” said Dr Rashid 
Akhtar, President of the Pak 
Cultural Society and one 
of the project’s Network 
Members. “A real aim of 
the project is to raise local 
awareness of the fact that 
prevention really is better than 
cure and guide them towards 
their GPs and pharmacists for 
the help they need.”

The William Morris Gallery 
has been nominated for 
one of the country’s most 
prestigious art prizes: the 
Art Fund Prize for Museum 
of the Year 2013. 

The Gallery faces stiff 
competition for the £100,000 
prize, including major 
institutions like the Horniman 


Museum and East Dulwich 
Picture Gallery. The William 
Morris Gallery is one of just 
ten to make the shortlist, all 
of which have demonstrated 
excellence, originality, 
innovation and imagination to 
bring their collections to life. 
The winner will be announced 
at a special event at the 


Victoria and Albert Museum 
on Tuesday 4 June. 

Reopened in August 
2012 after a £5million 
transformation, the William 
Morris Gallery is the only 
public space devoted to 
the life and work of William 
Morris. 

Along with its enviable 
permanent collection, a new 
exhibition space has allowed 
us to host Turner Prize winner 
Grayson Perry; showcase 
items by the Society of 
Designer Craftsmen and 
display David Bailey’s 
photography. 

“This is spectacular news 
for everyone who’s worked 
so hard to make the Gallery’s 
transformation such a 


success,” said Cllr Ahsan 
Khan, Cabinet Member for 
Health and Wellbeing. “We’re 
up against some big names, 
but I don’t think that will 
phase anyone who’s been a 
part of the project: Waltham 
Forest is used to punching 
above its weight, and with 
such phenomenal feedback 
from critics and residents alike 
I think we’ve got as good a 
chance as any when it comes 
to taking home the prize.”

Benefits changes 

Waltham Forest Council is keen to provide help and advice to 
anyone who is experiencing the impact of changes to the benefits 
system that have been introduced by central government. 

One change has seen Council Tax Benefit being scrapped and a 
new Localised Council Tax Support Scheme put in place. However, 
this receives 10 per cent less funding from the government and 
the Council will no longer receive additional funding if demand 
increases. It means that every working age person getting support 
through benefits will have to pay at least 15 per cent of their 
council tax, although couples who are both of pensionable age and 
single people of pensionable age are protected from the changes. 
Recognising that the changes will affect the most vulnerable 
members of the community, Waltham Forest Council has sought to 
lessen the impact in the first year with those affected paying 8.5 per 
cent instead of 15 per cent. The so-called ‘bedroom tax’ will also 
have an impact, with people receiving Housing Benefit seeing their 
payments drop by 14 per cent if if they have one spare bedroom 
and by 25 per cent if they have two or more spare bedrooms, 
although some exceptions apply. Help and advice about these 
changes - and others such as the total benefit cap and changes to 
the Social Fund - are available from the Council. Visit the Council 
website at www.walthamforest.gov.uk or phone 0208 496 3000.

Free unlimited bulky waste collections 



The Council has cracked down on dirty front gardens, organised a series of Spring Clean events with residents, introduced the Snow Angels scheme to keep the borough moving in snowy weather and offers unlimited bulky waste collections 


Working to keep Waltham 
Forest clean and green 

Waltham Forest Council has four key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. 
In this edition we look at what is being done to keep the borough clean and tidy 


The way people feel about 
the place they live can 
be heavily influenced by 
the cleanliness of the 
environment. It is important 
for local Councils to invest 
resources in this area, to 
maintain a strong response 
to enviro-crime, and to 
work closely with the 
community. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Deputy 
Leader and Cabinet Member 
for Environment explained 
Waltham Forest Council’s 
stance. “It’s important we do 
the simple things well such 
as providing dual litter bins so 
that people can continue to 
recycle when out and about.” 

We also provide a weekly 
collection of food and 
garden waste during the 
warmer summer months to 


encourage greater levels of 
recycling. Last year that led 
to an increase in the tonnage 
we collected equivalent to 
the weight of 100 double 
decker buses. 

In addition the Council 
also provides a free bulky 
waste collection service that 
residents can use as many 
times as they need to. This 
is something other Councils 
often charge residents for, or 
limit the amount of collections 
they make. 

Three years ago the Council 
launched its ‘Wipe it Out’ 
campaign, cracking down on 
enviro-crimes committed in 
the borough. “Our residents 
told us they didn’t want us 
to tolerate people rubbishing 
the borough and so we came 
down hard on offenders,” said 


Cllr Loakes. 

“There really is no excuse 
for dumping mattresses 
and other rubbish in front 
gardens, so if people don’t 
arrange to remove it, we will 
send a crew round to do just 
that and then charge the 
homeowner for the privilege.” 

The same applies to 
businesses. For instance, 
the Council holds Estate and 
Letting Agents to account 
for leaving their for sale and 
lettings boards up for too 
long. If they clutter our streets 
in this way the Council will 
issue them with a fixed penalty 
notice or take them to court. 

The examples above are 
just a few areas of enviro- 
crime, but the Council also 
targets litter droppers, graffiti 
vandals, fly-posters and dog 


owners who do not clean up 
after their dogs. 

Recently it has added 
people who spit or urinate 
in the street to that list and 
it has been so successful in 
addressing fly-tipping that 
offences are down 25 per cent 
on the level three years ago. 

But for a truly cleaner 
borough the Council 
understands that it must also 
work closely with community 
organisations, supplying 
equipment and support as 
well as encouragement and 
funding to help improve areas. 

Last month the Council’s 
annual Spring Clean initiative 
saw 50 clean-ups take place 
across the borough, attended 
by over 2,000 people. In 
all 20 tonnes of waste was 
collected by local volunteers 


in one weekend and the 
Council managed to recycle 
three quarters of that. 

This was a terrific turn 
out by local people given 
the bitingly cold weather. 

The Spring Clean was due 
to run over two weekends, 
but the second date has 
been pushed back to later 
this month because of 
the snowfall the borough 
experienced in March. 

Speaking of snow, the 
Council also has a scheme 
to supply local volunteers 
with tools and equipment to 
clear paths and pavements 
during wintry conditions. The 
army of Snow Angels is now 
more than 500 strong from a 
standing start three years ago! 

And recently the Council 
introduced a recycling 


initiative scheme that will 
see £500 given to the local 
Community Ward Forum 
every month for the ward with 
the largest increase in dry 
recycling collected compared 
with their performance the 
previous month. 

“A cleaner borough 
benefits everyone,” explained 
Cllr Loakes. “Instilling 
pride in people for the 
neighbourhoods they live in is 
vital to the vibrancy and vitality 
of the borough.”

Weekly organic collections started this month 


In brief 


Summer recycling 

Over the summer months Waltham Forest Council will be 
increasing brown bin collections from a fortnightly to a weekly 
service. By making collections more frequent residents are 
encouraged to recycle food and garden waste that they might 
otherwise worry about sitting around for up to two weeks. The 
scheme was piloted last summer and proved a great success, 
with an additional 1,148 tonnes of compostable waste collected. 
That’s the equivalent weight of around 100 double-decker 
buses. Weekly collections of food and garden waste began on 
Monday 1 April and run through to Friday 27 September, so 
make sure you do your bit and put all your organic waste in your 
brown bin.

Development guides 

To complement the £9million investment into high streets 
the Council’s Urban Design Team has published two guides 
to help provide advice on alterations to shops in the borough. 
The first is a ‘Guide to converting shops to homes’, providing 
practical advice for developers who are considering converting 
a shop to a house or flat. The guide helps potential applicants 
understand where a change of use may be appropriate and 
also provides best practice advice on design. The second is a 
‘Shopfront design guide’, which aims to help developers and 
retailers consider changes to the external appearance of a shop, 
understand what work requires permissions, and gives general 
and detailed design advice.

Home extensions 

Opposition to proposals to allow larger home extensions to go 
ahead without planning permission has reached Parliament. At the 
end of last year Waltham Forest Council urged residents to take 
part in a government consultation that put forward proposals to 
relax permitted development rights for household extensions. The 
proposals are now in the process of moving through Parliament in 
the guise of the Growth and Infrastructure Bill, but an amendment 
by the House of Lords means the Bill is to return to the Commons 
on Tuesday 16 April. This would be the last chance for MPs 
to support the amendment and prevent these changes going 
through, so if you still feel strongly let your MP know.

Harry put on the map 

• Blue plaque to commemorate birthplace of tube map designer 

• Leyton man who went on to design an icon famous worldwide 


An English Heritage blue 
plaque has been unveiled 
in Leyton to commemorate 
Harry Beck, designer of the 
London Underground map, 
80 years on from when 
his iconic design was first 
published. 

Council Leader Chris 
Robbins attended the 
ceremony to unveil the plaque 
on Monday 25 March. “It is 
right that Harry Beck gets 
the recognition he deserves 
for what is a remarkable 
achievement,” he said. 

“Londoners have come 
to rely on the tube map and 
people from all over the world 
associate it with the city. We 
should be very proud that 
Harry came from Leyton and 
I think it is long overdue that a 
working man with a simple but 
brilliantly effective concept is 
celebrated in this way.” 

Voted the second favourite 
British design of the 20th 
century, the series of coloured 
lines are as iconic a symbol 
of London as Tower Bridge or 
the red double decker bus. 

The plaque has been 
placed on the house Harry 
was born in at 14 Wesley 
Road, Leyton. Harry 


worked as an engineering 
draughtsman for London 
Underground and his career 
was relatively unremarkable 
until in 1931 he proposed 
a radical new design 
to illustrate the rapidly 
expanding Underground 
system. 

“One of the nice things 
about Harry’s story is that he 
obviously had a calling for his 
work,” said Cllr Robbins. “He 
was apparently only paid five 
guineas (£5.25) for the original 
design, which he worked up in 
his own time.” 

The problem that Harry 
solved was overcoming the 
issue of squeezing ever more 
new lines and stations onto 
the existing geographical map. 
As the network grew, the 
problem became increasingly 
difficult to manage, making 
the map complicated and 
confusing. 

“Looking at an old map of 
the Underground railways”, 
Harry said when interviewed 
years later, “it occurred to 
me that it might be possible 
to tidy it up by straightening 
the lines, experimenting with 
diagonals and evening out the 
distance between stations.” 


Amazingly Harry’s simple 
but brilliant design concept 
was initially rejected by the 
Underground’s publicity 
department on the basis it 
was too radical. However, 
after a few modifications 
a trial pocket version was 
published in 1933. The 
reaction of the travelling 
public was overwhelming, 
with all 700,000 copies being 
snapped up within a month. 

Sadly, for much of his 
lifetime Harry did not receive 
the recognition due to him. 
However, in recent years the 
importance of his design 
has been recognised and 


celebrated in books and TV 
programmes. 

“Hopefully this blue plaque 
will further increase people’s 
knowledge of Harry and his 
achievement and provide him 
with the rightful recognition he 
deserves for creating such a 
design icon,” said Cllr Robbins.

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Walking the dog 

• Council consultation on dogs in parks yields huge response 

• Results being analysed prior to discussions and formal proposals 



An informal consultation 
carried out into controls 
on where dogs are allowed 
off the lead and where 
owners are required to 
pick up mess after their 
dog has led to over 600 
responses. 

“It’s fantastic that so many 
people have engaged in the 


consultation,” said Cllr Clyde 
Loakes, Deputy Leader 
and Cabinet Member for 
Environment. “It gives us a 
great platform on which to 
work through the proposals.” 

Some of the feedback 
was as expected - with 
almost universal acceptance 
that dog owners should be 


required to clean up after 
their dogs in cemeteries and 
car parks. However, results 
included some opposition 
to excluding dogs from 
children’s play areas and from 
sports pitches during match 
days. 

In 2006 Government 
legislation meant local 
bylaws were replaced, with 
new Dog Control Orders 
being introduced. However, 
seven years on these need 
updating to provide a 
consistent approach across 
the borough. 

“Our parks have come 
on leaps and bounds since 
2006,” explained Cllr Loakes. 
“Thanks to significant 
investment we now have 
Green Flag status parks and 
new facilities such as dog 
exercise areas in parks. 


“Accordingly we need 
to make sure that parks 
meet the needs of all users 
and that we strike the right 
balance. Of course dogs 
should be allowed to run 
free in certain areas, but 
it’s not appropriate that 
they can enter children’s 
playgrounds or leave mess 
on sports pitches. 

“We will work through 
the responses and engage 
with interested parties 
before launching a statutory 
consultation in the summer.”

• Eton Manor Athletics Club celebrates centenary year 

• Club welcomes complete beginners and experienced runners alike 


If, like us, you overdid 
the chocolate eggs this 
Easter, you may be looking 
for a new way to get fit 
and healthy in time for 
summer. The good news is 
that one of the borough’s 
oldest athletics clubs is 
encouraging both new and 
seasoned runners to join 
its ranks this year. 

Eton Manor Athletics 
Club is celebrating its 100th 
birthday by cutting its annual 
membership fee to £20.13 and 
is offering beginners running 
courses as well as training 
sessions for youngsters and 
advanced athletes. 

Trevor East, Eton Manor’s 
Club Development Manager, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“We’re very proud that 
the club is celebrating its 
centenary this year and is 
still going from strength 
to strength. We’re a very 
friendly, welcoming club and 
would love more people 
to get involved during this 
special year. 

“You don’t have to be a 
super fit competitive runner 
to join us, as we have group 
sessions for complete 
novices and a growing youth 
section.” 

The club started its 
‘Love2Run’ beginners 
running courses in July 2010 


and since then hundreds 
of people have gone from 
walking to jogging 5km in 
just 10 weeks. Sessions 
take place at 7.15pm every 
Monday evening at Waltham 
Forest Pool and Track (170 
Chingford Road, El 7 5AA) 
and on Thursdays at the 
clubhouse in Leyton (The 


Cottage, Marsh Lane, El 0 
7BL). 

Trevor said: “The Love2Run 
sessions are great because 
we want to remind people 
that sport is for all, not just for 
elite athletes. 

“Our dedicated team of 
running leaders teach you how 
to run. No one gets left behind; 
they are with you all the way. 

“The great thing is that 
some of our running leaders 
previously took part in 
the Love2Run sessions 
themselves and are now 
helping others get fit and have 
fun too.” 

Eton Manor is one of the 
oldest running and athletics 
clubs in east London. Based 
in Leyton the club is originally 
from an area now within Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

Many club members run 


purely for enjoyment or 
personal fitness, but if you 
do like to race, the club 
competes in local, regional 
and national competitions. A 
number of these events have 
free entry for Eton Manor 
athletes. 

There is also a young 
athletes section for eight to 


17 year olds which meets 
at Waltham Forest Pool 
and Track every Monday at 
6.30pm.

But the really pleasing thing 
was that we also had a lot 
of young people in their late 
teens, who did athletics when 
they were young, coming 
back and wanting to get 
involved again, as well as 
adults who were inspired to 
get more active for the first 
time. It’s added a real family 
feel to the club. 

“It is great news for us, as 
an athletics club that is based 
in the shadow of the Olympic 
Park, that people have been 
inspired by the Games and 
want to take part in athletics, 
even if they’ve never done so 
before. I think that is a real 
legacy of the Games for our 
borough.” 

The club has a number of 
events planned throughout 
the year to celebrate 
their centenary including 
a fundraising dinner on 
Saturday 15 June and a 5km 
open race on Sunday 14 July.

The beginning of the 
month saw Waltham 
Forest Council take 
on a new challenge: 
adopting responsibility for 
improving the health of 
you and your family. 

Previously the responsibility 
of the local Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), the move comes 
as part of the government’s 
nationwide shake-up of the 
NHS and will see councils 
across the country taking 
an even more active role in 
helping people stay healthy 
and avoid getting ill. 

While the new 

responsibilities won’t change 
the relationship you have 
with your local GP they will 
mean that the Council will be 
providing services and offering 
you advice on important 
matters like pregnancy; 
stopping smoking; substance 
misuse; healthy eating; 
immunisation; sexual health 
and children’s health. 

“The Council already has 
responsibility for issues 
like food safety, air quality 


and social care so the 
groundwork’s there when it 
comes to improving health 
on a local level,” said Cllr 
Ahsan Khan, Waltham Forest 
Council’s Cabinet Member for 
Health and Wellbeing. 

“We’ve also worked with 
families through sports clubs, 
children’s centres and libraries 
to offer advice on healthcare 
issues, and this has helped us 
to build strong links within the 
local community. Taking on 
these additional duties won’t 
be without its challenges - 
especially given the current 
financial climate - but it’s a 
task we’re more than up to 
and I’m sure people will begin 
to see some very real changes 
in the long run.” 


What is public health? 


Public health covers a 
huge array of services, 
from awareness-raising 
campaigns about eating 
healthily and helping people 
stop smoking to providing 
free contraceptives or sexual 
health advice. In some cases 


our own staff will be taking 
on these roles, and in others 
specialist services will do the 
job for us. 

While you’ll obviously go to 
the doctor for a check-up or 
a serious health concern, you 
might encounter public health 
staff as they do outreach 
work with schools and social 
clubs, offer you health checks 
or encourage you to take 
up screening or vaccination 
opportunities. 

Our public health team will 
also make sure plans are in 
place to help protect you from 
outbreaks of disease and 
make sure that our healthcare 
services meet local needs. 


What do these changes 
mean for me? 


In the short-term, local 
people won’t see too much 
change. This is because 
councils were only told how 
much money they’d be 
getting to pay for public health 
services at the beginning 
of the year, meaning there 
was no time to tender for 


new contracts or make big 
decisions. As a result, current 
contracts will continue to run 
as per usual and it is likely to 
be at least a year before any 
major changes take place. In 
the meantime, we will closely 
monitor these contracts to 
ensure they represent the best 
possible value for money and 
that our residents receive the 
maximum benefit from them. 


How will you pay for 
these new services? 


Funding for our new public 
health responsibilities will 
come directly from central 
government and will go to the 
Council rather than the PCT. 
While that might seem ‘cut and 
dry’, Waltham Forest Council is 
currently calling for a fairer deal 
when it comes to its public 
health funding allocation. 

This year the borough 
will receive £11.16million to 
pay for these vital services 
- an improvement on the 
£8.55million the government 
originally proposed. However, 
wider investigation shows that 


Waltham Forest - one of the 
country’s poorest areas - is 
set to receive far less funding 
than wealthy parts of the 
capital like Westminster or 
Kensington and Chelsea. 

“The fact that we 
campaigned for - and received 
- extra funding meant we 
could breathe a short-term 
sigh of relief, but we still need 
to make sure the allocation 
is fairer in future,” explained 
Cllr Ahsan Khan. “Any 
system that gives wealthy 
boroughs with a fraction of 
our population three times as 
much money is fundamentally 
unfair, and we will continue 
to pressure the government 
to redress this startling 
imbalance so we can get a 
fairer deal for local people.” 


Who will do the work? 


As with any effective council 
department, much revolves 
around getting the right 
people to ensure the job’s 
done well. Staff who were 
formerly employed by the PCT 
began moving into council 


offices in 2012 and have been 
working closely with Waltham 
Forest Council employees 
to ensure the transition runs 
smoothly. 

In addition to this, Waltham 
Forest has teamed up with 
neighbouring borough 
Redbridge to appoint a new 
joint Director of Public Health. 
Vicky Hobart has joined the 
borough from NHS North 
East London and City and 
is now responsible for the 
service, its performance and 
its progress. It is hoped that 
this appointment will help 
pool experience and expertise 
as well as making the most 
effective use of resources.

One thing that residents 
have told us time and 
again is the fact that 
they’re ambitious and 
have similarly ambitious 
aspirations for their 
borough. To help make 
these hopes a reality, 
Waltham Forest Council 
has embarked on a 
major programme of 


regeneration works to 
give local people access 
to better shops, better 
streets and better leisure 
facilities. Another part of 
this work is to improve the 
borough’s schools, and 
approximately £50million 
is being spent to improve 
classrooms, playgrounds 
and facilities. 


One school where 
improvement works are 
currently underway is Leyton’s 
Newport School, which is set 
for more classroom space and, 
for the first time, a kitchen. 

“It really is an exciting time at 
Newport and we continue to 
draw pleasure from watching 
the school grow and go from 
strength to strength,” Newport 


School Head Teacher Prue 
Barnes told Waltham Forest 
News. “A kitchen has been 
the dream of ours for several 
years, and to have our own 
catering facilities will enable us 
to provide freshly-cooked food 
for our pupils.” 

Cllr Clare Coghill, Waltham 
Forest Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Children and 
Young People, and Ward 
Councillor Anna Mbachu 
visited the school last month 
to see how works were 
progressing and to help 
Newport pupils bury a time 
capsule containing their 
stories, poems and pictures 
about their experiences at 
the school, along with the 
day’s newspaper and school 
memorabilia. 

“It was great to see how 
the works at Newport are 
coming along and hear pupils 


thoughts and hopes for the 
future,” said Cllr Coghill. “They 
were clearly excited about the 
project and what the changes 
mean for their school, and I’m 
looking forward to visiting again 
when the refurbishments are 
complete. Beyond the feel¬ 
good factor of nicer, smarter 
classrooms and facilities, our 
school improvement works are 
part of our wider plans to make 
the borough a better place. 

After all, good schools and 
high-quality facilities mean the 
borough’s children have a better 
chance at a brighter future and 
also mean that parents are 
more likely to lay down roots 
and stay here longer.” 

Other recent school 
improvements include the 
opening of two new blocks 
at Leytonstone’s Gwyn Jones 
Primary School on Monday 
11 February and the opening 


of the new Willow Building 
at Chapel End Infant School 
and Early Years Centre on 
Thursday 24 January. 

Upcoming works include 
improvements to George 
Tomlinson Primary School 
and Barclay Primary School 
and, for older students, 
major plans for Willowfield 
Humanities College as part of 
wider regeneration plans for 
the Blackhorse Lane area of 
Walthamstow.
